Hurricane 

Katrina 


One  of  the  largest  and  most  significant 
events  in  U.S.  history  since  the  tragedy  of 
September  11th  is  the  arrival  of  Hurricane 
Katrina  on  August  29,  2005,  on  the  southeastern 
part  of  the  country. 

Several  regions  such  as  southern 
Mississippi,  Louisiana,  Alabama,  and  Florida 
were  affected  the  most  by  this  storm.  Many 
students  who  attend  DSU  are  from  those 
regions  and  had  family  members  who  were 
heavily  affected  with  temporary  power  outages, 
gasoline  shortages,  damage  to  their  property, 
and  even  loss  of  property. 

Various  organizations  on  the  DSU 
campus  stepped  in  to  help  victims  of  Hurricane 
Katrina.  The  Student  Government  Association 
and  the  Delta  Statement  co-sponsored  a  water 
drive  for  the  disaster  victims.  Several  Greek 
organizations  on  campus  hosted  clothing  and 
food  drives  and  collected  monetary  donations. 
Members  of  the  Pan-Hellenic  Council  of  DSU 
volunteered  their  time  and  services  at  the  Expo 
Center  in  Cleveland.  Local  churches  were  also 
supportive  in  contributing  efforts  such  as 
providing  meals  and  shelter  to  those  in  need. 

In  early  September,  the  University 
administration  made  the  decision  to  reopen 
the  Hugh  White  Residence  Hall  that  had  been 
closed  for  several  years.  This  facility  is  a  safe 


haven  for  Hurricane  Katrina  victims  who  made 
efforts  to  relocate  to  other  areas.
